BHS student 
with gun 
arrested 


At about 8 a.m. on Monday, the Belleville 
High School administration notified 
Belleville Police School Resource Officer 
Sgt. Kris Faull that a student was in a 
restroom and noticed another student in an 
adjacent stall drop a possible firearm on the 
floor. 

Belleville Police Chief David Robinson 
said through the efforts of school 
administrators and the police department, 
the 15-year-old-student involved was 
apprehended and a firearm was recovered. 
The student was arrested and taken to the 
Wayne County Youth Home. 

Chief Robinson said the results of his 
interview with the student concluded that 
the student did not have any issues with 
other students or faculty at Belleville High 
School and had no ill-will toward anyone 
in the school or the City of Belleville. 

Chief Robinson said he would like 
to thank the quick response by school 
administrators and his officers, for the 
appropriate response to safely mitigate this 
situation. 

Reportedly, the student was being taken 
to the office and walked out the front door, 
but was quickly apprehended by police. 

A meeting was called for parents at the 
high school auditorium on Monday evening 
where they got to express their thoughts 
and concerns about a gun in their school. 
Between 80 and 100 parents attended. 

Chief Robinson and Mayor Kerreen 
Conley attended the meeting and Mayor 
Conley said the parents were glad to 
have them there. Chief Robinson said he 
emphasized to the upset parents that the 
student did not have any ill-will against 
anyone in the school. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said the two- 
hour meeting went well and according to

Supervisor McNamara: ‘Mask mandate is over!’

During the March | work/study session 
for the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees, the board discussed the ongoing 
mask mandate at township hall and agreed 
it should be over. 

Then they all took off their masks, as did 
members of the audience. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said they 
had agreed to talk about the mask mandate 
at the first meeting in March, when they 
could see what the rest of the places were 
doing. 

“Are you OK to take masks off?” he asked 
Clerk Leon Wright, who had been a big 
proponent of wearing masks to preserve 
everyone’s health. 

“Yes,” Clerk Wright responded. “If we 
will follow the guidance given.” 

Human Resources Director Nicole 
Sumpter asked if this was just for the 
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vaccinated, or for the unvaccinated, too? 

“There’s difference advise for those not 
vaccinated,” Clerk Wright said. “We can 
talk about it later.” 

“We’ll take the state’s word,” 
Supervisor McNamara. 

Director Sumpter said it wasn’t the state, 
but a supervisor at the state who said no 
masks for employees. 

“Thats what we’re going to do,” 
McNamara said. “The mask mandate is 
over for everybody! If you want to wear 
one, you can.” 

This ends the required mask-wearing for 
police, fire, and general employees, but the 
policy remains unchanged on testing that 
has been in effect for those who are not 
vaccinated, clarified Deputy Supervisor 
Dan Selman on Friday. 

Trustee Kevin Martin, who also was in 
strong support of the mask mandate, was 
not present at the work/study session. 
Trustee Sherry Frazier was also absent and 
excused. 

Sale of former fire station 
The work/study session actually was 
called to discuss what to do with old Fire 
Station #2 at 45581 Ecorse Rd. on 0.82 
acre, west of Belleville Road. It was built

in 1939 and has a floor area of 3,715 square 
feet. 

McNamara said there is an interest in 
purchasing this property and the township 
has no policy for selling its real property. 

Deputy Supervisor Dan Selman explained 
that DTE gas wants to buy the property. 
DTE recently purchased property owned 
by the township Local Development 
Finance Authority (LDFA) for a gas line. 

Deputy Selman said the former fire 
department building was decommissioned 
as a fire department in 2006 and used for 
storage by building and grounds.

After interviewing three candidates for the 
open position of township administrator on 
Monday afternoon, the Sumpter Township 
Hiring Committee set a second set of 
interviews for the two top candidates. 

That meeting will be at 5 p.m. Monday, 
March 14. 

The two finalists are Darwin McClary, 
who has more than 30 years of experience 
as city and village managers and holds a 
master’s degree in public administration, 
and Karen Armatis, who had worked at the 
township for 30 years and most recently 
was deputy supervisor until Tim Bowman 
was elected last November and chose 
another deputy. 


VBT board releases Sumpter Rd.

A draft of the Sumpter Road Corridor 
Plan was released for 42 days of review 
by neighboring communities and service 
providers after the Van Buren Township 
Board of Trustees unanimously passed a 
resolution on March 1. 

Dan Power, director of planning and 
economic development, gave an overview 
of the 60-page document that will come 
back to the planning commission after the 
42-day review for a public hearing and 
final adoption. 

Director Power said overlay zoning 
for the Sumpter Road Corridor is being 
developed. He said the plan depends on 
the property owners and when they wish to 
develop, the new rules kick in. 

The plan is for both sides of Sumpter 


The committee eliminated the third 
candidate who was interviewed Monday 
because he wanted a salary they thought 
was too high. Ken D. Marten, currently 
Bingham Farms village administrator who 
holds a Master of Business Administration 
degree, said he makes $90,000 right now 
and would expect a raise by a couple of 
percentage points up to 7%.

The site plan goes to 
the planning commission for consideration 
at its March 9 meeting and construction 
could start at the end of the summer, said 
Elizabeth Renaud, director of community 
services; 

e Heard a presentation by Director 
Power on the township’s Blight Control 
Management and Demolition program 
under the Building and Planning 
Department. He said there is inspection and 
several notices for violation compliance. If

Tim Bowman, Trustee Tim Rush, Public 
Safety Director Eric Luke, Holtz and 
Warren. Clerk Esther Hurst was named 
to the committee but was absent from the 
meeting and Rush filled her spot. 

Present in the audience were Trustees 
Peggy Morgan and Matt Oddy.

no response, the township freezes permits 
and proceeds with demolition. He said 
they presently have more than 30 ongoing 
property rehab and demolition cases; 

e Heard Police Chief Jason Wright reply 
to resident Steven Dark’s virtual question 
on how the new license plate cameras are 
working. Chief Wright said it is working 
well for the department and officers are 
just learning how to use it and it cannot be 
used for personal reasons under their strict 
policy. Thirty cameras are up and it goes 
to the officers’ cars and they can access it 
on the street. He said there were two recent 
incidents, one called a kidnapping at the 
school where a man, not on the list but 
was known to school officials, picked up 
two children and drove off. He said they 
narrowed down the time frame, date, color 
of car, paper plate and Canton Township 


recovered the vehicle for them in five 
minutes. He said the officers are getting 
good at this and they had rollcall trainings 
for the basics. He said the younger officers 
are on their computers all the time and it 
comes easy to them; and 

e Heard Clerk Leon Wright ask what 
Chief Wright thought about homeowners’ 
associations getting cameras and Chief 
Wright replied, “Yes, they should.” He said 
the Flock cameras started out in Georgia 
for homeowner associations. “They have 
a private side and law enforcement side,” 
Chief Wright said. He said the annual 
lease cost is $2,500 per camera for law 
enforcement and they replace the camera 
without cost if someone hits one. 


Belleville City Council approves appointments made by Mayor Conley

At a 20-minute regular meeting Monday, 
the Belleville City Council approved Mayor 
Kerreen Conley’s seven reappointments and 
appointments to the planning commission 
and one to the board of review. 

A new appointment was that of retired 
Mayor/Councilman Tom Fielder to fill a 
vacancy on the planning commission with 
a term to expire Dec. 31, 2025. 

Another new appointment was Cornell 
Anton, Jr. to the board of review, with a 
term to expire Dec. 31,2025. 

The council also approved the following 
reappointments some of which were long 
overdue: 

e Becky Hasen, Mike Renaud, and John 
Juriga, with terms to expire Dec. 31, 2022; 
and 


e Michael Hawkins, Matt Wagner, and 
Randy Priest, with terms to expire Dec. 31, 
2023. 

In other business, the council: 

e Agreed to meet at 6 p.m. on April 11 and 
13 for departmental budget study sessions. 
Other dates had been announced previously, 
but these are the new dates; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$355,856.79 and a departmental expenditure 
of more than $500 to Detroit Salt, $2,862.90 
for road salt from the DPW budget; 

e Heard Councilman Steve Jones say 
that he would like to have the BORA 
DORA sidewalk markings placed on the 
council’s follow-up list. DPW Director 
Rick Rutherford said this isn’t a good time 
to paint on sidewalks and it would be better 
later in the season. Mayor Pro Tem Ken 
Voigt said they could use a metal stencil. 


They agreed May might be a better time to 
paint on sidewalks. Mayor Pro Tem Voigt 
said the Main/Liberty intersection also 
should be put on the follow-up list since it 
is terrible. “If we can’t get a grant, we may 
have to” spend city funds because it is in 
really poor shape; 

e Heard Juriga invite the council to the 1 
to 3 p.m., April 9 open house and dedication 
of the new Belleville Area District Library. 
He said they want to put up a large tent and 
will come to a future meeting of the council 
for permission; 

e Heard Police Chief/City Manager Dave 
Robinson say they had a “busy, busy day 
today,” referring to the teenager with a gun 
at the high school. “Everything went OK 
and hopefully the individual gets a bit of 
help.” Chief Robinson and Mayor Conley 
were slightly late to the council meeting 


because they had attended a meeting of 
parents at the high school who wanted to 
talk about the gun incident; and 

e Heard Fielder comment on the 
statements concerning bad street surfaces 
in the city. He said the previous Downtown 
Development Authority, when it looked at 
the repairs needed for Main Street, decided 
to do it right and completely redo the street. 
He said there were less expensive ways to 
do it, but “the DDA chose to do it the right 
way.” He said Belleville Road, just over the 
bridge, was repaired last year by the county 
and now is breaking up again. “There’s 
a tremendous difference with Van Buren 
Township on the other side of the bridge.” 
Fielder also asked the administration to 
post the city’s meetings on its website so 
residents would know when the meetings 
are being held.

Should BHS install 


metal detectors? 


A 15-year-old student at Belleville High 
School reportedly had a gun in a restroom 
near the cafeteria early Monday when it 
dropped on the floor and another student 
saw it. The student who reported the 
possible gun to high school administration 
is being praised for the quick report. 

The administration contacted Belleville 
Police Sgt. Kris Faull, the school’s resource 
officer, and she called in the Belleville PD. 
They found the student and the weapon and 
took them into custody. 

Belleville Police Chief Dave Robinson said 
he interviewed the student and is convinced 
there was no plan to shoot up the school or 
injure anyone. He said the student got the 
weapon in the student’s neighborhood and 
it has nothing to do with the school. 

Some parents didn’t believe that and 
wanted more preventive measures at the 
school to make sure it doesn’t happen again, 
like putting in metal detectors. 

During his term, former Belleville Police 
Chief Gene Taylor got some metal detectors 
to keep order when things started getting 
rowdy at some high school basketball 
games. He said that former School Supt. 
Van Tassel got rid of the metal detectors 
when the new school was built because they 
looked too “ghetto.” 

The metal detectors at the new 34" District 
Court are modern and trim, so it’s possible 
some new metal detectors wouldn’t offend 
anyone by their looks. With all that federal 
money coming in, we’re sure the district 
can afford them.

David Katz, who was the director for the 
Polar Plunge at the BYC on Feb. 19, reported 
that they made more than $42,000 for 
Special Olympics, which greatly exceeded 
their expectations. He said they didn’t know 
what to expect in coming back from the 
pandemic, but the amount earned shattered 
their goal and everyone is very pleased. 

The Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources has alerted the public that the 
gypsy moth has a new name. It’s now 
the spongy moth. Its scientific name is 
Lymantria dispar. 

The gypsy moth, the hairy, yellow-faced 
caterpillar with pairs of red and blue spots 
down its back, was big news in 2021 when 
a population explosion in Michigan caused 
leaf loss in oaks and other trees in infested 
area. 

The Entomological Society of America 
said the old name was removed from the 
ESA Common Names of Insects and Related 
Organisms List in July 2021 because they 
said it contained a derogatory term for 
Romani people. 

The name spongy moth — derived from the 
common name used in France and French- 
speaking Canada, spongieuse — refers to the 
moth’s egg mass, which has the color and 
texture of a sea sponge. 

A reader in the City of Belleville who 
would like to remain anonymous said 
Belleville should be boycotting Comcast / 
Xfinity. She said a technician from Comcast 
admitted to her that Belleville has too many 
outages. “I’m paying a lot of money for TV 
and internet that is out of order too often,” 
she wrote. 
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Within a 15-minute time period just before 
2 p.m. on Sunday, the Van Buren Township 
Fire Department got three calls that needed 
immediate attention: a dryer fire on Paloma 
in Mission Pointe subdivision, a fire in the 
Subway restaurant kitchen inside Walmart, 
and a man having a seizure at Leo’s Coney 
Island. 

Fire Chief Dave MclInally said the dryer 
fire caused some house damage and the 
power and water had to be shut off. He said 
he called Belleville Fire Department for 
mutual aid on the dryer fire and then once 
Belleville and VBT arrived, he also called 
Ypsilanti Township for mutual aid. He said 
the residents were not able to return to the 
home until an inspection is done. 

He said the compressor on the food cooler 
overheated and caused a small fire at the 
Subway kitchen, which was taken care of, 
and Chief McInally said he was the one who 
handled the seizure at Leo’s. It was a very 
busy afternoon. 

As to Leo’s, there was a Saturday/Sunday 
night break-in of the side door. Van Buren 
Township Police Chief Jason Wright reports: 

“On 03/05/2022 around 4 a.m., the 
south entry door to Leo’s was shattered 
and an unidentified suspect entered the 
business and broke into the cash registers. 
An undisclosed small amount of cash was 
stolen from the location, and the unidentified 
suspect fled the location. The Van Buren 
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Police Department’s Detective Bureau is 
conducting a follow-up investigation and 
the incident is an open investigation.” 

We were watching the live streaming at 
34" District Court last week when Belleville 
Police Sgt. Kris Faull was asked to find 
out if body camera footage was available 
for a certain case. Sgt. Faull was there for 
another case than the 
one she was being asked 
about and she was in the 
courtroom via zoom. In 
the background was a 
very modern-looking 
office, with new black 
chairs at tables and 
fresh, white walls. It 
looked really professional. 

At Monday’s city council meeting, I asked 
Police Chief/City Manager Dave Robinson 
about the office I saw and if it was the 
upstairs police office he’d been bragging 
about getting painted and getting new chairs 
and the like to make it more professional. He 
said that’s probably what I saw, but there’s 
a lot more he wants to do up there. I was 
impressed. 

Although this wasn’t an arraignment I 
was watching, when there are arraignments 
from different police departments by video, 
the backgrounds for the prisoners being 
arraigned often are pretty scruffy. Belleville 
prisoners are video arraigned from the VBT 
lock up that doesn’t have bright, white walls. 
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Bike path? Yes, please! 


To the editor: 

Last year I decided it was time to move my 
children, after a dozen years away, home 
to the place that I grew up. I was raised in 
Van Buren Township, attended Van Buren 
Public Schools, and now reside in Sumpter 
Township. Since moving “home,” I have 
been very impressed with the new events, 
community engagement efforts, and new 
businesses around town. I am especially 
thrilled to learn of the proposal for the 
bike/pedestrian trails along Sumpter and 
Bemis Roads. 

I have lived in three communities with 
lengthy bike/pedestrian paths (Tampa and 
Sarasota, FL and Lansing, MI) and have 
witnessed and experienced the benefits of 
these paths. To be very transparent, one 
of the proposed trails would go directly 
through my property. I welcome this. 

Since returning to the area, my spouse 
and I have found that being physically 
active with young children with no 
sidewalks to be very challenging. In wet 
weather, pushing kids down a dirt road in 
a stroller isn’t practical. On icy days, it’s 
unsafe. We are fortunate to live close to the 
a Metropark but loading the stroller or our 
bikes and bike trailer, as well as the kids and 
dogs, just to take a walk is a feat in itself. In 
cold weather, we must pack warm weather 
gear for our kids (warm coats are not car 
seat safe) and dress them in the parking 
lot, fully exposed to the elements. They 
must be “un-geared” before putting them 
in the car to head home. For everyone, but 
especially families with young children, 
having a trail accessible from their home 
reduces barriers to these activities. 

These trails would also allow us and our 
neighbors to bike to the library, restaurants, 
parks, places along the lake to fish or picnic, 
and so many other wonderful activities. We 
could ride our bikes to my parents’ house, 
to my grandmother’s house across town! 

Growing up with working parents, 
getting to and from sports practices was 
a challenge. I spent summers isolated as 
finding rides to friends’ houses while my 
parents worked was impossible. When my 
children are older, they’d be able to bike to 
BHS for school and sports practice, rather 
than depend on adults, and bike to friends’ 
houses. We are not the only family that 
would benefit from this. 

The benefits of walking and biking paths 
to economies, communities, and personal 
and public health are well studied and 
published. Bikeways have been shown 
to make places more valuable, which can 
have positive impacts on home values. 
Businesses and community resources 
would be more accessible to individuals 
without cars, particularly our low-income 
neighbors. Access to walkable and bikeable 
space increases the likelihood that people 
will integrate physical activity into daily 
routines. Even moderate physical activity 
leads to health benefits like preventing 
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hypertension, diabetes, and 
asthma. 

A study commissioned by the Huron- 
Clinton Metroparks found that physical 
exercise on trails saved the average adult 
$1,250 per year in health care costs, and 
for adults over 64, those savings are 
doubled. Businesses can host “run clubs” 
where groups meet at the business, run/ 
bike down the trail, then return to socialize 
and patronize the business. Seniors could 
host walking groups, parents of young kids 
could meet to stroll and connect. These 
types of groups can be very successful, but 
infrastructure must be in place to support 
community activities like this. 

I urge others, regardless of whether your 
neighbors would walk or ride directly 
through your property on one of these 
trails, to think about how this could benefit 
you or your family. How could it benefit 
your elderly neighbor, your neighbor with 
a bike that needs an efficient way to get to 
work, your young neighbor looking for a 
way to football practice in the summer, or 
just the broader community? 

Let’s make Belleville, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren Township more connected and more

Bike path? 
Not a good idea 


To the editor: In regards to the proposed 
pedestrian and bike path: 

At the board meeting of Oct. 13, 2020, 
a plan was introduced to create a hiking 
and bike path in Sumpter township. The 
path would run east and west along our 
entire northern border of Bemis Road, 
and south on Sumpter Road to Arkona, 
then east to Clark. The path would hook 
up with Van Buren as part of its “Sumpter 
Corridor” initiative. It would be paid for 
by $6,500,000 of Wayne County grant 
money and $150,000 from those of you 
who are reading this article, and also live 
in Sumpter Township. 

At the recent Feb. 8 meeting, the board 
voted to apply to the County for that grant 
money, with the stipulation that “we could 
back out at any time.” How often has that 
happened? I don’t question the sincerity or 
the intentions of most of those who have 
proposed or endorse the plan, but I do 
question the efficacy of the plan itself. 

If enacted, this scheme will probably be 
remembered, one day, as one of the worse 
decisions made by any of Sumpter’s board 
of trustees. It will result in lower property 
values, not higher, unless you consider a 
14-foot, un-landscaped strip of asphalt and 
clearing in your front yard to somehow 
be considered an “amenity”. Sumpter 
Road, which has historically been sorely 
neglected, is still this township’s “main 
street”. It’s character and landscape will 
be changed forever, from that of a proud, 
rustic community to a half-hearted and

the applause for some parent statements, 
the majority of the group wanted metal 
detectors so the school could be better at 
prevention. Supt. Kudlak said it seemed 
they were glad at the way things were 
handled but wanted better prevention. 

BHS Principal Nicole Crockett sent out 
the initial notice to parents at 11:53 a.m., 
telling of the incident and announcing the 
meeting that evening. Then, at 1:53 p.m., 
she sent out a second message to parents 
and families that said: 

Good afternoon BHS families, we would 
like to share with you the talking points 
that we will be discussing this evening 
(6:30 p.m., Main Auditorium). We will not 
have a virtual option for this meeting: 

e This incident happened at the beginning 
of the school day; the student in question 
was not in classes. 

e Another student in the restroom near the 
cafeteria saw what he thought was a gun 
drop on the floor, and alerted staff. 

e Police were called immediately so that 
we could investigate. 

e Student was apprehended by BPD, 
searched, questioned, and detained; the 
gun was secured. 

e Upon further investigation it was 
determined that this was a home-based 
situation, none of our students or staff were 
a target of any violence. 

e This was not a school-based situation. 


COVID-19 deaths 
in 48111 at 127, 
positive tests at 8,810 


The number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code grew 
from 125 on Feb. 27 to 127 as of Monday, 
March 7, according to figures from the 
Wayne County Health Department. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 
48111 totaled 8,810 on Monday, March 7, 
up from 8,775 on Sunday, Feb. 27. 

On Monday, March 7, the separate totals 
released by the Wayne County Health 
Department for the tri-community were: 
Van Buren Township, 6,009 positive cases, 
85 deaths; City of Belleville, 1,026 positive 
cases, 13 deaths; and Sumpter Township 
1,775 positive cases, 29 deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had eight 
positive cases last week. As of March 4, 
there has been a total of 542 positive cases 
since the beginning of the school year last 
August.

failed attempt to imitate its envied older 
brother, Canton. 

The combined lengths of both paths, 
Bemis and Sumpter/Arkona, constitutes 
only about 8.5% of the entire linear miles 
of the main roads in the township. Those 
living on the remaining 91.5% will not 
have access unless additional funds and/ 
or strategic parking areas are constructed. 
It won’t matter much anyway, with the 
declining number of bicyclists over the 
past 10 years and the available evidence 
which shows very little activity other than 
on dedicated trails in nature areas. I used 
to drive by the outrageously expensive 
1-275 bike path from Oakville Waltz to 
Sibley roads five or six days a week, twice 
a day; and in 15 years I observed only a 
handful of people use that trail. Also, that 
trail had not been scheduled for regular 
maintenance, and required another major 
funding and construction project to cut 
down obstructions and weeds. And where 
have we heard that before? 

If enacted, the short and long-term effects 
will prove more than just inconvenient. As 
a major construction project, it will result 
in months of traffic delays on the roads 
and intersections. Existing driveways at 
homes and businesses will be ripped up 
and reconfigured. Parts of well-tended 
lawns and landscaping will be gone 
forever, hauled away in dump trucks. The 
long-held and cherished privacy enjoyed 
by many homeowners will be gone, or 
compromised, particularly to those who 
had built or bought houses closer to 
the street. In addition to the hikers and

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bicyclists who may occasionally use the 
paths, the sounds of skateboarders and 
two-wheelers will also be heard. 

There will also be future maintenance 
required and repairs to be made by, and 
paid for, by the taxpayers. In the winter it 
will have to be plowed and de-iced, after 
almost every snowfall. 

There are, of course, alternatives. Lower 
Huron Metro Park, a stone’s throw from 
Sumpter Township, offers miles of bike 
paths and nature trails in a more natural 
environment with trees, bushes and streams 
to observe, as opposed to garages, parked 
vehicles and front porches. There are many 
other Metro Parks in the area, and over 
170 dedicated nature trails in Michigan, 
some in adjacent communities. For hikers, 
Banotai Park and Crosswinds Marsh are 
already in the township, with welcome 
mats out. 

Keep in mind that the difference between 
direct taxation and grants, is that instead 
of taking money out of your right pocket, 
they take it out of your left. There is no 
“free money”. An argument has been made 
that the grant money would be snatched 
up by some other community if we did 
not choose to use it, along with the many 
strings attached. If that is the case, I say let 
them have it, along with our condolences.

board looked at parcels in the township and 
this parcel was not determined to be kept 
long-term. He said the board is being asked 
if it desires to sell the property. 

Selman said it was for gas pipeline 
construction to hold above-ground throw 
valves to cut off gas from Detroit. 

“We met as a board and determined it was 
surplus property and its used for storage,” 
McNamara said, adding the township can 
move those things stored there. 

Barbara Rykwalder, government affairs 
representative, and Tim Lajiness from DTE 
said this is part of a redundant Van Born 
pipeline, necessary because otherwise 
they could lose gas service in the winter to 
100,000 customers. 

Rykwalder said it was above-grade gas 
regulators they intend to install and if the 
township desires to sell the property to 
DTE they could entertain the township 
using it for storage. 

Lajiness said the construction of this part 
of the project is set for 2025. 

“Ultimately we would have to find a 
place for the equipment,” McNamara said. 

Lajiness said the redundancy improves 
service to Van Buren Township as well as 
other communities. He said the line runs 
from Rawsonville and Old Michigan, east 
along the railroad track to old Van Born to 
Van Born/Hannan to the City of Wayne. 

McNamara asked what was Plan B for 
them and Lajiness said there is no Plan B. 
He said currently their plan is before the 
Public Service Commission. 

“We have others interested,” McNamara 
said. 

“We would like an appraisal of the 
property and would offer fair market 
value,” Lajiness said. 

Selman said he got a quote for an appraisal 
and cost would be $2,000 for a detailed 
appraisal and $3,500 for an appraisal with 
more detail than you need. 

McNamara said they should go out 
for an appraisal and then sell it to DTE, 
which will continue to let them store their 
equipment for a while. And, this would 
serve the township’s DTE customers. 

“There isn’t even a policy. We could start 
with the appraisal,” he said.

Township attorney Dave Greco said there 
is no obligation to go out for bids. He said 
if the township had a resolution or policy it 
could follow that, but it doesn’t have one. 

He said the township must do the sale 
in an above-board manner in regards to 
the township’s best interests. He suggested 
the township could obtain an appraisal for 
market value and if DTE wants to make 
an offer it could, which would be brought 
before board in a public meeting. 

“You’re not obligated to go out for bids 
... but are obligated to get the best amount 
for the residents of the township. And act 
above-board in the best interests of the 
township,” Greco said. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd agreed the board 
should get an appraisal and give DTE a 
chance to make an offer. 

“Its a utility that everyone uses,” 
Treasurer Budd said. 

“We’ll have posts in the paper and another 
could contact us if they are interested in 
making an offer,’ McNamara said. 

Since the meeting was a work/study 
session and no votes could be taken, 
McNamara directed Selman to get an 
appraisal, which Selman said could take 
six weeks. 

Greco said it was not necessary to get 
multiple appraisals since the township has 
a right to rely on professionals. He said 
multiple appraisals come when there are 
litigation battles over the value of property. 
That’s not necessary here, he said.

His appointed defense attorney Earl 
Washington said he needed discovery from 
Van Buren Police and Special Prosecutor 
Sona Movsisyan said she needs a protective 
order for the children’s statements, so 
Judge Green adjourned the probable cause 
conference until 8:30 a.m., March 23. 

Van Buren Township Police Chief Jason 
Wright said at about 9:34 a.m. on Feb. 16 
it was reported that two students left the 
school with their mother’s boyfriend who 
was known to school officials but did not 
have permission to take the children.

his vehicle, and a Canton Township police 
officer located the suspect vehicle and 
effected a traffic stop on it. 

Both children were taken into protective 
custody and the suspect was detained. VBT 
police officers responded to the traffic stop 
and took custody of the children and placed 
Casas under arrest. 

VBT police detectives conducted 
their investigation and learned that the 
mother had been the victim of domestic 
violence, felonious assault, and unlawful 
imprisonment leading up to this event, 
Chief Wright said. 

The Wayne County Prosecutor’s Office 
charged Casas with: 

e Two felony counts of kidnapping - child 
enticement, with a penalty of life or any 
term of years; 
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e Three felony counts of unlawful 
imprisonment, with a penalty of 15 years 
and/or $20,000; 

e One felony count of assault with a 
dangerous weapon (felonious assault), 
with a penalty of 4 years and/or $2,000; 

e One count of domestic violence: 93- 
day misdemeanor and/or $500; and 

e Habitual offender - fourth offense 
notice. The maximum penalty cannot be 
less than the maximum term for the first 
conviction. 

On Feb. 18, Casas was arraigned via video 
from the VBT lockup before 34th District 
Court Judge Lisa Martin and a not-guilty 
plea was entered. A cash bond of $250,000 
was set and if he is released he must wear a 
GPS tether. Casas remains in custody. 


VBT LDEA sells property to 
DTE for above-ground valves

After a closed-door session during its 
Jan. 11 in-person meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Local Development Finance 
Authority unanimously agreed to sell a 
1.043-acre parcel it owns on the south side 
of Ecorse Road, west of Hannan Road, to 
DTE for the appraised price of $115,000. 

The appraisal was completed on Dec. 22 
by Frohm & Widmer, Inc., of Farmington 
Hills. 

DTE also agreed to pay for the appraisal 
of the property and any other associated 
costs such as title work and legal review. 
DTE asked for 120 days to do its due 
diligence. 

The parcel adjoins the McClaughrey 
Drain. 

The DTE representative said this parcel 
would be used for a redundant pipeline 
they call the Van Born Pipeline to assure 
supply is not lost to the city during the 
cold. She said they are seeking to keep the 
gas flowing and it’s a safety issue and they 
are serious about safety. 

She said they have a Willow Gate station 
on Rawsonville Road and the pipes go to 
the city of Wayne. The valves are above 
ground. She said they had been looking at 
three parcels in Van Buren Township. The 
other two are listed as 46425 Tyler Rd. and 
7831 Haggerty Rd., just south of Ecorse 
Road. 

She was informed 46425 Tyler Rd. is the 
address of township hall. It was suggested 
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they were looking at the water tower 
property across Quirk Road. 

Deputy Supervisor Dan Selman said those 
two properties are not owned by the LDFA 
and he will go to the assessor’s office and 
get parcel numbers on the other two they 
are interested in buying. 

The parcel that was sold was part of 
the LDFA’s work on the Visteon Village 
construction and was not needed at the end 
of the project. 

John Delaney, second vice chairman of 
the LDFA, has been gathering information 
and encouraging the LDFA to move 
forward and sell the property to get it back 
on the tax rolls. 

Deputy Selman said mailers went out to 
the abutting property owners to see if they 
were interested in the property and the 
township got no reply. 

The meeting was being led by Vice 
Chairman Doug Peters since Chairman 
Michael Dotson was present by Zoom. 

In other business at the 45-minute 
meeting, the LDFA: 

e Reelected Dotson as chairman, Peters as 
vice chairman, and Delaney as second vice 
chairman; and 

e Heard Peters say there are two seats 
open on the LDFA and they should look 
at someone from the female sex. He said 
there must be some businesspeople in the 
community who would serve. Delaney 
said under the state Act, members of 
the authority are restricted.

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Rep. Joe Bellino visits 
Huron River oil leak, 
speaks with EGLE 


On Friday, State Rep. Joe Bellino visited the 
site of an ongoing Huron River oil leak in Flat 
Rock. 

According to reports, an underground 
storage tank full of fuel oil was found buried 
at a Wayne County steel factory in Flat Rock, 
just north of Monroe. Neither the steel factory 
nor the state of Michigan had prior knowledge 
of the fuel tank. 

“This is an extremely dangerous matter,” 
said Bellino, R-Monroe. “I personally visited 
the leak in Flat Rock, and spoke with the 
director of our state Environment, Great Lakes 
and Energy department Lies] Clark to ensure 
their department is remedying the situation in 
a swift manner.” 

Parks in the area along the river have been 
closed due to the situation, as environmental 
consultants and contractors hired by the steel 
company have been collecting the leaked oil 
with containment booms and vacuums. 
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Jehovah’s Witnesses reach out with modified ministry 


Wayne and Irene Schultz would rarely 
go more than a few days without knocking 
on a door or visiting a Bible student as part 
of their volunteer ministry. That abruptly 
changed in the spring of 2020 when 
Jehovah’s Witnesses suspended their in- 
person public ministry, meetings and large 
conventions. 

This drastic change greatly affected local 
congregations. The Belleville Assembly 
Hall in Van Buren Township -- which once 
received thousands of weekly visitors -- 
has been guest-free for two years. This is 
also true of the Kingdom Hall on Edgemont 
Street in the City of Belleville. 

Two years later, the retired Romulus 
residents, who attend the congregation in 
Belleville, are still busy volunteering but in 
different ways. 

“Sharing good news through letters keeps 
me focused on good things to come,” said 
Wayne. Irene added, “I’m doing it. Pm 
volunteering. I’m getting more and more 
comfortable with it.” 

With this historic change, the number of 
Jehovah’s Witnesses grew 3% in the United 
States in 2021 alone, matching the most 
significant increase for the organization 
over the past decade and the second-largest 
percentage increase since 1990. 

“Staying active in our ministry while 
remaining safe has had a_ powerful 
preserving effect on our congregants and 
communities,” said Robert Hendriks, U.S. 
spokesman for Jehovah’s Witnesses. “The 
wise decision not to prematurely resume 
in-person activities has united us and 
protected lives while comforting many 
people in great need. The results speak for 
themselves.” 


For congregants like the Schultzs, the 
virtual pivot has meant trading bookbags 
for paper, envelopes, stamps, a landline, a 
cell phone, and their walking shoes for 
slippers. Their tools have changed, but 
their message is the same. They regularly 
share scriptures with community members 
and offer to conduct free Bible courses via 
telephone calls and Zoom video- 
conferences. 

Last year, the international organization 
reported all-time peaks in the number of 
people participating in their volunteer 
preaching work, increased attendance in 
Zoom meetings and more than 171,000 
new believers baptized. In the past two 
years, more than 400,000 have been 
baptized worldwide. 

The official website of Jehovah’s 
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Wayne and Irene Schultz of Romulus who attend the congregation in Belleville remotely 
engage in their volunteer ministry to reach people in the community. 


Witnesses, translated into more than 
1,000 languages, has also leveraged the 
organization’s outreach. 

After starting a free self-paced Bible 
course on jw.org in December 2019, Lisa 
Owen requested a free, interactive Bible 
study over Zoom. She was one of nearly 
20,000 baptized as one of Jehovah’s 
Witnesses last year in the United States 
in private settings, including backyard 
swimming pools, tubs and even rivers. 

“JW.ORG gave me somewhere to learn, 
somewhere to land, and to start living the 
way God wants me to. It taught me so 
much,” said Owen of Moriarty, NM.

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Court Watching: 
Perault bound over for 


trial on three counts of 
criminal sexual conduct

William Duncan Perault, 47, of Van Buren 
Township was bound over for trial in circuit 
court on three counts of criminal sexual 
conduct after a preliminary exam held 
before 34" District Court Chief Judge Brian 
A. Oakley on Feb. 23. 

The prosecutor dismissed four of the seven 
charges he originally was arraigned on. He 
is due at the Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
in Detroit on March 9 for his arraignment on 
the information. 

He was arraigned by Magistrate Al Hindman 
on Dec. 22, on one count of criminal 
sexual conduct assault with intent/sexual 


penetration, three counts of CSC/second 
degree (relationship), and three counts of 
CSC/fourth degree (victim between 13-16) 
on Jan. 1, 2021 in Van Buren Township. 

He was bound over to the Frank Murphy 
Hall of Justice in Detroit on three counts of 
CSC/fourth degree (victim between 13-16). 

Bond was set at $100,000 cash or surety and 
he must have no contact with the protected 
party. His probable cause conference was 
held Jan. 5, 2022 and his preliminary exam 
scheduled for Feb. 23 at noon. His appointed 
defense attorney James Parker asked Judge 
Oakley to reduce the bond, since he has a 
job as a mechanic at Gardener’s Choice 
and is an epileptic with seizures. He said he 
has lived with his father on Martz Road for 
seven years and is not a flight risk. 

Prosecutor Ragan Lake opposed a 
reduction in bond, saying Perault is charged 
with assaulting his girlfriend’s daughter over 
a period of time.

were pending with the attorney general’s 
office. Judge Oakley reduced bond to 
$100,000/10%. If released Perault must be 
on a tether and have no contact with the 
complaining witness. Bond was posted. 

At the live preliminary exam on Feb. 
23, Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Ragan Lake called one witness, the alleged 
victim aged 15, who was 14 at the time of 
the alleged assaults in 2021 in Van Buren 
Township. 

She described the incidents in Perault’s 
home where she lived briefly with her mother 
and brother and others. The hangout spot for 
adults was in his polebarn, she testified, and 
the incidents occurred inside the house when 
other people were outside. One incident was 
interrupted when she told the defendant she 
had to go back to her online class because 
the lunch break was over, she testified. 

After her mother left her boyfriend, she 
said she told her what had happened and her 
mother started to cry and then called Van 
Buren police. 

Ernest Lee Bellinger 

Ernest Lee Bellinger, 57, of Van Buren 
Township was before Judge Green on Aug. 
4 on two domestic violence charges on 
Nov. 12, 2020 and May 30 in Van Buren 
Township. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Elisabeth Moore said she had trouble 


getting ahold of the complainant, who is the 
defendant’s brother. 

Judge Green recognized the situation from 
other court sessions. She said the parents 
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passed away and they left the home to several 
of the grandchildren who all own the place. 
She recalled one case involving a bathtub, a 
cousin and this defendant, she said. 

She said she does not want to delay the 
defendant going home and would like 
to change the no-contact order to a no- 
assaultive-contact order. 

Bellinger said his brother changed the 
locks on the door and threw all his clothes 
away. 

Later the court heard from his brother 
who said he does not want to change the 
no-contact order because he’s afraid of 
Bellinger. He did appear by zoom and said 
he will be at the trial. 

Judge Green set the cases for a live bench 
trial on Sept. 8 when everything would get 
settled. After a bench trial before Judge 
Green on Sept. 8, he was found guilty as 
charged on the Nov. 12, 2020 and May 
30, 2021 charges. Fines and costs were 
suspended and the case was closed. 

Jalal Salim Safah 

Jalal Salim Safah, 27, of Southfield was 
arraigned from the Van Buren Township lock 
up via zoom by Magistrate Al Hindman on 
Aug. 4. He is charged with assault or assault 
and battery and receiving and concealing 
more than $200 in stolen goods on May 14, 
2021 in Van Buren Township. His personal 
bond of $5,000 was revoked because he 
previously failed to appear for a court date 
and a warrant was issued for his arrest. After 
he was arrested on the warrant, his bond was 
set at $5,000/10% and he must not return to 
Meijer’s at 9701 Belleville Rd. 

His zoom pre-trial was set for Sept. 1 
and then adjourned to Sept. 29 and then to 
Oct. 27.

But the defendant failed 
to appear on Oct. 27 so a bench warrant was 
signed for his arrest.

The conviction of William Richard Scott, 
59, of Willis for larceny less than $100 in 
Belleville on Feb. 12, 1982, was expunged 
from the record by Judge Green on Aug. 4.
